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Calling for third party 

CUFA has compromise 


on its funding proposal

The executive board of Communities 
United For Action (CUFA) has offered 
Romulus officials a compromise 
proposal on the city’s request to review 
client lists in an effort to obtain funding 
from the city for the organization’s 
1974-75 program. 

CUFA executive director Donald 
Wrench has proposed that a third party 
be called in by mutual agreement of the 
city and the organization to determine 
whether it is reaching as many people 
in Romulus as the agency claims. 

In a letter sent to the city Monday, 
Wrench said: “We (CUFA) hope 1 you 
will understand the ethical and legal 
problems we would have in supplying 
the city with lists of names and ad- 
dresses of the clients (from Romulus) 
without their permission,” while 
proposing a third-party review and the 
voluntary release of names by clients. 

Romulus officials had informed 
CUFA last week that they would con- 
sider paying a 4Vfe-month share of the 


city's allotment to CUFA providing the 
agency give the city a list of clients to 
allow the city to determine whether the 
agency — designed to help low income 
persons in the community — was 
reaching all low-income persons in 
Romulus. 

“The main thing with the council has 
been the amount of people in the city 
who have been serviced by CUFA,” 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt said. It was 
Troutt who recommended to the council 
that a legislative body require a listing 
of CUFA’s Romulus clients before 
releasing funds for the agency. 

Of the letter mailed to him Monday, 
Troutt said: "It sounds like the council 
will accept it. I can understand why a 
third party would be called in to check 
the list of clients, and truthfully, if the 
work CUFA performs for some person 
in the community is of a sensitive 
nature, I don’t want to know who 
receives help.” 

Romulus Mayor Pro Tern Beverly 
McAnally, who chairs all council 
meetings, said she will recommend the 


legislative body take favorable action 
on Wrench’s proposal. 

“But I can’t speak for the full 
council,” she added. “I think the 
compromise is acceptable for me, but I 
don’t know of my colleagues’ feelings 
on the matter. We’ll have a discussion 
and reach a settlement.” 

Mrs. McAnally believes the council 
should pay CUFA “for the services 
performed in the city,” but added that 
those services will be reviewed. 

Romulus officials are willing to pay 
for only the mid-February to July 
portion of the fiscal year, rather than 
the July 1, 1974-June 30, 1975 period as 
requested by CUFA. 

“It’s quite simple that the council 
didn’t budget $19,000 requested for the 
full year’s funding,” Troutt said. “The 
council has agreed to scrape together 
money for the 4 *6 months the council 
proposed to pay for, but it will be tough 
to get money for the full 12-month 
period.” 

Mrs. McAnally takes issue on 


whether the city should pay for a full 12- 
month period, since CUFA had not 
staffed Romulus with as many per- 
sonnel as called for in a full budget 

“The problem is that the office wasn’t 
staffed fully, since the city hadn’t paid 
it’s share from July, according to 
CUFA officials,” Mrs. McAnally said. 
“If the full $19,000 is given the agency, 
that won’t make up for the service 
which wasn’t provided.” . 

In his letter to the council. Wrench 
has given the city until March 7 to make 
a decision on funding the agency in 
1975. 

“It’s up to them now,” he said after 
releasing the letter. ”1 think the agency 
has made an effort to meet effectively 
the demands of the city It’s up to the 
city to consider funding the work.” 

Mrs. McAnally said she expects the 
council to consider action on the CUFA 
request at either this week’s City 
Council meeting or the one scheduled 
for next Tuesday. 


Battle may be brewing 
over HUD home razings

Romulus may be entering into a 
battle with another governmental body. 

The Romulus City Council has called 
for public hearings on the demolition of 
25 buildings in the community, in- 
cluding two homes owned by the 
Federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

“I’m glad the action is taken, because 
the homes are an eyesore in the 
Meadows subdivision,” said Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt. ”1 don’t know of the 
consequences, but I do know the 
buildings are a danger to the health and 
safety of the residents of Romulus and 
should be torn down.” 


The homes, built under HUD- 
guaranteed mortgage plans, have been 
abandoned by their owners because 
they couldn’t handle payments for their 
purchase. 

Vandals living near the homes have 
broken out windows and broken into the 
homes, leaving them ripe for fire or to 
cause injury to youngsters who may 
wander into them, according to the 
mayor. 

HUD has not been able to sell the 
homes because of restrictions in 
mortgage foreclosure laws, so the 
buildings have been boarded up and left 
vacant. 


“The resolution gives HUD 60 days to 
demolish the structures before the city 
does it itself,” Troutt said. "Other 
homeowners in the city are required to 
tear down their homes if declared a 
danger to the community, so there’s 
little reason why the federal govern- 
ment should be exempt. 

“It may be the start of cleaning up 
the whole HUD mess.” 

Troutt initiated city action against 
another governmental agency early in 
his term when he backed a suit against 
the Wayne County Road Commission 
(WCRC) for alleged abuses in pur- 
chasing land for the expansion of the 


Detroit Metropolitan Airport in 
Romulus 

The publicity he garnered with his 
fight and a subsequent court suit in 
Federal District Court provided a 
wedge to the city to obtain some con- 
cessions on airport expansion practices 
from the WCRC. 

Romulus officials have been talking 
with the federal government for several 
years in an effort toclean up abandoned 
homes in the Meadows Subdivision, but 
have met little success. 

Troutt said he is hoping the 
demolition hearings will change that 
and spark the government into action. 


Belleville's equestrian cobbler 


teaches students an old skill

To some hopeful men in the 
Belleville-Romulus area, the pounding 
of horses hoofs is like the tinkle of gold. 

More than 30 students now are 
studying the art of horseshoeing at Red 
Tomlinson’s Michigan School of Horse- 
shoeing on Savage Road in Romulus, 
and believe they're heading for a well 
paying career providing steady work. 

Tomlinson, 32, who has been shodding 
horses since he was 19, said the 
students at the school are a cross- 
section of society, ranging from men, 
who like to be around animals and want 
to make good money for hard work, to 
the unemployed who are seeking more 
secure jobs than they held previously. 

“While some may laugh, there is an 
opportunity for a person who wants to 
work hard and enjoys animals,” 
Tomlinson added. “Good shodders can 
make $20 per animal for shodding 
horses, and one who hustles can do a 
horse an hour 

“It makes for some good wages for a 
little hard work ’’ 

Although the holder of a bachelor of 
science degree in education from 
Eastern Michigan University. 
Tomlinson is a horseshoer who earned 
his degree in shodding from the 
California Poly technical Institute 

In the three years he has been 
teaching horseshoeing he has 


established the Michigan school— one of 
only 15 in the nation-and established 
the only such school in Canada, just 
outside of Toronto. 

His week is spent between teaching at 
the Michigan school at 757 Savage Rd , 
flying to Toronto for one day of in- 
struction each week, and keeping in 
practice by shodding horses in the 
Belleville — Romulus area 


“We’re not allowed by state law to 
guarantee jobs to the students,” 
Tomlinson said. “But the facts are 
there are 250,000 horses in Michigan, 
more than in Kentucky, and there are 
only 150 shodders. 

“With horses needing shoes every six 
or eight weeks, that makes for jobs ” 
Students at the school have paid 
anywhere from $850 to $1,060 to take 


part in the 10-week course, which in- 
cludes training in the anatomy of 
horses, work on the forges in con- 
structing shoes, classroom instruction 
on shodding, veterinary science and 
practical work on live horses 
Students have come from as far away 
as Colorado for the January class, and 
Tomlinson is making arrangements to 
train another student from San 
Francisco in the April course 

Tom Chilcutt, 33, of Dearborn 
Heights said he took the course after 
being out of work for the past 14 weeks 
as a heavy equipment operator 
“I got tired of sitting around and 
waiting for work." Chilcutt added “I 
talked to my wife about learning to 
become a blacksmith, and she was all 
for it 

“When you consider that I'd only 
work 6‘ 2 - or 7 months a year in con- 
struction. this is a golden opportunity, 
particularly if I hustle ” 

Tomlinson has hope for the students 
ca reers 

We wouldn’t graduate them, if they 
weren t good,” he said “There’s plenty 
of opportunity, whether a smith wants 
to locate in one area and build a regular 
chentel, or whether he wants to travel 
from area to area, following the race 
horses or touring the farms 
“It’s a lot better than being out of 
work, for most, and it pays good

Two propositions aimed at 
improving and maintaining 
school facilities in the Huron 
School District were passed 
by township voters in a 
special election Monday. 

The first proposition, 
which sought voter approval 
of a $4 9 million bonding 
issue for construction and 
improvement projects in the 
district, was passed by 
voters, 579-484. 

The second proposition, a 
request for renewal of three 
mills of operating expenses 
for a 20-year period, 
received voter approval. 606- 
442. 

“My feeling is that the 
results of the election are a 
real tribute to the voters of 
this community,” said 
district administrative 
assistant Phillip Dailey. “In 
the face of layoffs, even 
though this involved a 
decrease, it is very difficult 
to* get voters to the polls to 
express themselves 
positively toward taxes.” 

“I would say within 2' 2 
years, Huron w'ill have as 
nice school facilities as any 
district around, as well as 
the money to maintain 
them,” he added 
The Huron school tax rate 
in the district now will 
decrease, going from 28.29 
mills to 28 r 0, according to 
Dailey. 

He attributed the decrease 
to the state Bursley Bill, 
which for the first time 
allows for state assistance to 
school districts in terms of 
indebtedness as well as 
operating costs. This covers 
construction of new facilities 
and improvements to 
existing plant facilities, he 
added

“Anyone who drove 
through there during the 
past three months, they 
drove in the dark,” Troutt 
said “I just went through 
there this past week and saw 
them on.

Congress must learn cooperation 


Thesuspension of arms aid to 
Turkey by the United States 
under a mandate of Congress 
serves to bring into focus the 
growing tendency of the 
legislative branch to flex its 
muscles in foreign policy. 

It is fundamental issue with 
its roots deep in the Con- 
stitution. 

An assertive Congress 
decided last year that military 
aid to Turkey would be halted 
unless President Ford was able 
to certify that substantial 
progress" had been made 
toward withdrawal of Turkish 
invasion troops from Cyprus 
and toward resettlement of 
Greek Cypriot refugees. 


Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger could not furnish that 
assurance before the deadline 
and the assistance was ter- 
minated.* 


In the total mosaic forming 
the foreign policy of the United 
States, the action regarding 
Cyprus is symptomatic of the 
increasing demand by 
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Congress to share more fully in 
decisions affecting relations 
with other nations. 

The most notable recent 
example was the Jackson- 
Vanik amendments requiring 
the Soviet Union to ease 
emigration standards as a 
condition to getting more 
favorable trade conditions. 

Russia reacted strongly. It 
said the amendments n- 
stituted interference in its 
internal affairs and invalidated 
a negotiated 1972 trade 
agreement. 

Even earlier, Congress had 
acted to control the Nixon 
administration's conduct of the 


Vietnam war by voting to cut 
off funds for combat activities 
in Southeast Asia effective Aug. 
15, 1973. Congress voted in 1974 
to bar military aid to Chile and 
to reduce assistance to South 
Korea in expressions of 
dissatisfaction with the 
governments of those nations. 

However, Kissinger is 
seeking to establish a "new 
partnership" with Congress. 

It is an effort that Congress 
should meet halfway, since 
foreign policy is not a contest 
between the executive and 
legislative branches but 


cannot expect to deal with the 
finite details of negotiations. 

Other countries must deal 
with a government, not with 535 
persons of varying convictions. 
Nor should foreign govern- 
ments have to lobby Congress 
or have each detail of a 
negotiation run the gauntlet of 
U.S. political controversy. 

In short, the execution of U. 
S. foreign polity should be left 
to the executive branch to give 
it focus and credibility. The role 
of Congress is to establish the 
direction that foreign policy 
should take — to give "advice 
and consenf ' — and to hold the

Senators urge efficiency probe

At first the proposal prompted a 
weary reaction of “Oh, no. Not another 
one.” 

Four state senators introduced a 
resolution to study waste in govern- 
ment. They want a special committee 
to study waste, duplication, efficiency 
and unneeded programs within state 
government. % 

Now that certainly is a worthy goal, 
one supported by everyone who pays 
taxes. The problem isn’t with the stated 
goal. The problem is that there have 
been so many people over the years 
who talked a good sav ing game but thert 
played a good spending one. 

One of the most recent examples was . 
the old Senate Efficiency Committee 
formed a couple of years ago with the 
express purpose of cracking down on 
waste. What followed was a report 
rehashing some old reports and not 
mentioning the sometimes incredible 
waste found in the Legislature itself. 

So it is that residents of the Capitol 
with a memory get pretty suspicious 
anytime someone starts talking about 
the need for cutting down waste. And 
the suspicion is aided this time by the 
fact some senators are blowing a few 
bucks on remodeling offices which were 
just remodeled a couple of years ago. 

But a closer look at the sponsors 
shows they aren’t members of the 
“good old boys politics as usual’’ club 
around here. All four are young guys in 
their 20s and 30s and none of them are 
having their offices remodeled. That’s 
a good start in itself. • 

The four, all Democrats, are John 
Hertel of Detroit, Kerry Hammer of 
Pontiac, Patrick McCollough of 
Dearborn and David Plawecki of 
Dearborn Heights. 

What they want to do is bring in some 


outside people who aren’t committed to 
any existing programs or departments. 
These people would know how to go 
through ledger sheets and would 
examine practices that might be 
wasteful. 

And Lord knows, for all the talk we’ve 
had in recent years about tight budgets 
and bare bones spending, there’s still 
plenty of waste in the $3 billion the state 
spends. Some of it is pretty small by 
itself, but added together it may 
become significant. 


For instance, in the Capitol there’s 
the compulsion on the Senate side 
especially to keep remodeling offices to 
make them fancier. And there is the 
practice in the summer of tearing up 
and resodding pieces of lawn. The same 
stretch of lawn can be resodded several 
times in a year. 

There was the discovery’ just a couple 
of months ago that officials of the 
National Guard were double dipping on 
their salaries in violation of a long

standing attorney general’s opinion. 
The opinion was issued years ago, but 
the double dipping continued and no one 
in the governor’s office or Legislature 
caught it. 

There was the practice out at 
Michigan State University (MSU) for 
years of replacing refrigerators in 
married housing units every two years. 
That practice was stopped this year 
when MSU’s budget got tightened, but it 
was the school, not the Legislature that 
stopped it. % 

All these are tiny matters when 
compared to the total state budget, of 
course, but they add up. The point is 
that there is waste, or “fat”, in the 
budget if someone really wants to look 
for it rather than just doing some 
grandstanding. 

The four sponsors say they are 
disturbed by the way everyone in 
Lansing is accepting the idea that a tax 
hike is needed this year, right in the 
middle of a severe recession. When 
times are as tough as they are, it’s time 
for government to stop business as 
usual and cut back; just like citizens of 
the state are doing, they said. 

“If the citizens of this state had to 
make a choice between cutting 
governmental services or paying an 
increase in their income taxes, the 
great majority would choose to go 
without some governmental services,*’ 
Hertel safd. 

The proof of their intentions will 
come, of course, if the Senate does form 
the committee. If it goes into operation 
and then issues a meaningless report, 
we’ll know its politics as usual. 

But the young turks have been giving 
proof that they don’t want to practice 
politics as usual It would seem the 
least that could be done is give them a 
chance to save money. 

The waste certainly is there to be 
ferreted out.

A movement among disillusioned 
Republicans to form a third party has 
failed, for the time being at least, 
because former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan would not go along with the 
idea. 

If Reagan had raised his banner and 
called in ringing tones on all true blue 
Conservatives to rally around him, he 
could have produced a reaction capable 
of vastly transforming the American 
political scene. 

Such a step, if it went sour, also could 
have killed the Republican Party as a 
major factor in national politics, for 
years to.come or forever— a possibility 
Reagan obviously took into account. 

Reagan’s emergence as the shining 
knight of the right wing of the 
Republican Party highlighted a recent 
4-day political action conference in 
Washington attended by 500 grass roots 
delegates ted up ^ith the policies of 
President Gerald R Ford’s ad- 
ministration 

From the attitude of these delegates 
it became apparent that the more 
conservative elements in the GOP will 
use every political lever at their 
command to pit Reagan against Ford 
for the presidential nomination at the 
1976 Republican National Convention 
Only a remarkable shift of opinion in 
the next 14 years could keep that 
prediction from coming true 
At the conclusion of the conference 
the delegates adopted an obscure 
resolution which expressed increasing 
doubt about the present 2-party system 
and set up a leadership committee to 
define conservative options for the 
future 

Party sources described the 
resolution as a ‘face saver’’ for the 


third-party advocates who had hoped 
the Washington meeting would kick off 
their project. 

While the Conservatives w f ere ex- 
pressing their disaffection with his 
performance, President Ford, for his 
part, was trying to keep them from 
straying from the Republican fold 

He said the formation of a third 
political party on the right “probably 
would defeat the real objectives of a 
Conservative movement’’ and added: 

“I don’t believe in the proliferation of 
political parties I think a 2-party 
system historically has been in the best 


interest of the country." 

Ford conceded that he would need 
responsible Conservative backing to 
win a full term as President in 1976. He 
also made it clear he was not prepared 
to scuttle the chances of Vice-President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller to continue in 
that office in order ta appease the right 
wingers. 

In fact, Ford has widened 
Rockefeller’s responsibilities recently, 
give the vice-president oversight 
responsibilities concerning domestic 
policies in the way that Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger monitors the 
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broad sweep of related foreign 
diplomatic and economic policies. 

Since Rockefeller joined the ad- 
ministration there have been whispers 
that the former New Y'lrk governor 
would fight to si * r e the 
Republican presidential noi. s on for 
himself if something preve. "ord 
from running 

Rockefeller at the head 
Republican ticket really would pui me 
fat in the fire The Conservatives are as 
bitterly opposed to him now as they 
have been any time in the last decade 

“If Rockefeller won the presidential 
nomination, the movement for a third 
party would take on real steam,’’ one 
party source said. “He is just not our 
baby." 

The right wingers have many com- 
plaints about Ford but the major one 
relates to the President’s selection of 
Rockefeller last August as vice- 
president. 

At first glance that action seemed to 
have killed any hopes Reagan had for 
the 1976 convention Obviously, that 
assessment is too superficial in the light 
of the Conservatives desire to have 
Reagan lead them 

Other Conservative objections to 
Soviet Union at Vladivostok 
According to Reagan that agreement, 
unless it is renegotiated, “guarantees 
the Soviets a clear missile superiority 
sufficient to make a first strike possible 
with little fear of reprisal." 

Since Teddy Roosevelt’s bull moose 
days, the Republican Party has had a 
deep seated fear of splits developing in 
its ranks Reagan shares in that 
tradition of keeping the party together 
at all costs, which-is one reason why he 
backed away from the third party idea, 
at least for now

La Leche League to mark 1st anniversary

The La Leche League — you’ve heard about and seen it 
mentioned in print but what do you actually know about it? 
With the La Leche League (and that’s pronounced “lah lay 
chay”), mothering is their main objective. 

Since the United Sates is the first country where the bot- 
tlefed baby is the rule, rather than the exception, the group 
has set out to educate the third and fourth bottlefed 
generation in the U S. on the advantages of breastfeeding 
The fact remains, though, that less than one-third of the 
mothers in this country breastfeed* their children Many of 
those who do nurse have been associated with La Leche 
League International, Inc. The organization, appropriately 
named because “la leche’’ is Spanish for “the .milk,” is 
dedicated to helping mothers enjoy giving happiness and 
securitv to their babies through breastfeeding 
AT THE LOCALlevel. La Leche got a foot in the area door 
through the efforts of three Belleville women, Marcia Lin- 
ville, Peggy Bodenmiller and Maryanna King 
The tri-leaders are urging expectant mothers, those who 
plan to have babies and those currently nursing babies to 
attend the monthly sessions which deal with four main 
points: (1) the advantages of breastfeeding to mother and 
baby (2) art of breastfeeding and overcoming difficulties (3) 
baby arrives: the family and the breastfed baby (4) nutrition 
and weaning. 

The four-point series is run continually. And since the local 
unit will be marking its first anniversary March 18, mothers 
AND their babies are cordially invited to the next meeting on

March 17 at the home of Marilyn Whales. 8701-259 Belleville 
Rd., Belleville Dress is casual and you need not be a 
member to attend 

LA LECHE operates in several ways including the four 
monthly discussion meetings already mentioned La Leche 
maintains a 24-hour-a-day counseling service to aid nursing 
mothers. Says Marcia Linville and Peggy Bodenmiller whose 
numbers mothers are free to dial at any time. “It’s not as 
hectic as it sounds since most calls come during the day.” 

The league maintains a free lending library and distributes 
current literature on breastfeeding. The club’s manuel, “The 
Womanly Artof Breastfeeding’’ is available in soft cover for 
$3 and in hard cover for $4 

The greatest thing about La Leche, members say, is that it 
expects you to put your family needs first and mothers are 
encouraged to bring their children to the meetings with them 
Many have even carried them to the national conventions 
which have been held in Chicago and Indianapolis. Though it 
sounds as if the result would be utter pandemonium, the only 
noise that is heard during the meetings is the cooing and 
coddling of happy babies. 



The physical and emotional benefits of breastfeeding to 
both mother and baby are of immediate and lasting con- 
sequence, La Leche members feel. 

AMONG THE advantages which they claim for the child 
are: 

( 1 ) The baby is never allergic to mother’s milk 

(2) The baby is never constipated from mother s milk 

(3) The baby seems better able to resist infection after 
being on mother’s milk 

«4) The best modern formulas are only second-best 
imitations of mother’s milk 

(5) The babys’ dental structure is stronger when he has 
been breastfed because it is necessary for him to suck harder 
on a mother’s nipple than on a bottle nipple. 

(6) The texture of a baby’s skin is softer from mother’s 

OTHER ADVANTAGES which La Leche cites contribute to 
the mother’s happiness: 

(1) Mother’s figure returns to normal faster Contrary to 
what many mothers fear, as long as a mother takes care of 
herself with proper undergarments, there is no need for 
concern about losing her/figure. 

(2) The money and time saved on preparing formula 
mounts up. 

(3) The convenience of breastfeeding in the middle of the 
night and on trips ( no bottles to warm ) is significant. 

(4) Mothers who breastfeed have less incidence of cancer. 

THE LEAGUE maintains the services of a board of 

medical advisors, 40 in all, who approve all literature and 
serve as medical consultants.

Milliken gets support on lake proposal

their support behind 
Michigan Gov. William G. 
Milliken’s request for a 2- 
year extension of the federal 
government’s program to 
demonstrate the feasibility 
of year around navigation on 
the lakes. 

The action was taken by a 
caucus of the chief 
executives of Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, In- 
diana, Illinois and Ohio held 
as a sideline event to the 
recent Washington meeting 
of the National Governors’ 
Conference. 

If keeping the Great Lakes 
open to shipping through the 
winter months proves 
practical from an economic 


point of view and does not 
damage the ecology or 
isolate families living on 
Lake Superior islands, the 
program could be counted on 
to stimulate the economy of 
the Middle West. The 
demonstration activities, 
with Coast Guard par- 
ticipation, are designed to 
identify the problems in- 
volved in winter navigation 
and seek solutions. 

Milliken’s proposal would 
cost $4 million. Ap- 
proximately $7,262,000 in 
federal funds already has 
been appropriated for the 5- 
year-old program, including 
$2,207,000 for the current 
fiscal year. Without an ex- 
tension the project is due to 


wind up Dec. 31, 1976. 

In what they described as 
•an effort to restore equity” 
to the competition between 
rail and water-borne modes 
of transportation, the caucus 
sent a letter to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
(ICC) urging it to reach a 
decision quickly on a long 
pending case dealing with 
the impact of discriminatory 
practices on railroads and 
shipping lines. The gover- 
nors urged the ICC to favor 
rail rates which more ac- 
curately reflect relative 
distances. 

The governors also asked 
Congress to create a 
maritime administration 
office for the Great Lakes to 


see that the lakes are treated 
as "the nation’s fourth 
seacoast.’’ 

Such an office should be 
equal "in all respects to 
those already in existence to 
protect and promote the 
interests of the east, gulf and 
west coasts,” they said. 

To guarantee adequate 
funds to promote Great 
Lakes shipping, the caucus 
recommended that 10 per- 
cent of available federal 
maritime operating and ship 
construction subsidies be 
spent on each of the four 
coasts. 

Particular stress was 
placed on the need to en- 
courage greatly shipping 
interests to make more use 


of the Great Lakes At 
present there are no 
American flag carriers 
flying between the Great 
Lakes and foreign ports 


other than Canadian ports. 

Contractors working under 
the direction of the Maritime 
Administration are studying 
ways to boost lakes traffic.

On collective bargaining 


Van Buren educators attend legal seminar 


Six educators from the 
Van Buren Education 
Association Public Affairs 
Council ( V BE A-P AC ) 
recently found themselves 
engaged in a healthy ex- 
change of viewpoints on the 
collective bargaining law 
with six state legislators 
when they attended a 
legislative seminar at the 
Michigan Education 
Association (MEA) 
Headquarters Building. 

Present at the Western 


WayneCounty Public Affairs 
Council (WWCPAC) 
legislative seminar were 
State Rep. Gary Owen (D- 
22nd District) Rep. Edward 
Mahalak (D- 38th District), 
Rep. Thomas H. Brown (D- 
37th District), Rep. Robert 
Geake (R-35th District), 
Rep. Roy Smith (52nd 
District) and Sen. Carl 
Pursell (R-14th District). 

VBEA-PAC Chairman 
Roland Wolfe said the 
seminar was held "to open 


up communications with 
area legislators and give 
them the local teachers’ 
views" regarding the 
current collective 
bargaining law, P.A. 379. 

“The Van Buren teachers 
are very concerned about the 
unequalness of the present 
collective bargaining law," 
he added. 

During the seminar, the 
major area of concern ex- 
pressed by the educators 
was that the present law 


gives boards of education an 
“inordinate amount of power 
at the bargaining table," 
Wolfe continued. 

The teachers said they felt 
the only way this power 
could be equalized would be 
to remove the current 
prohibition on the right of 
public employees to strike. 

They also expressed a 
need for other changes in the 
law in an attempt tosolve the 
current problem of 
“inequality" that exists in 


the bargaming relationships 
between public employers 
and public employees, Wolfe 
added. 

Those changes, as outlined 
by MEA legislative con- 
sultant and lobbyist Dan 
Welburn, follow: 

— The parties specifically 
should be granted the right 
mutually to agree to ar- 
bitration which would be 
binding on both sides. 

— A timetable for 
negotiations should be set up 


so bargaining would have to 
begin by April 1, or within 10 
days after state aid is passed 
by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor. 

— If an agreement is not 
reached within five days 
before the old contract ex- 
pires. around-the-clock 
bargaining should begin 
under the supervision of the 
Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission 
(MERC) with talks con- 
tinuing until agreement is 


reached Schools wouldn’t 
open until that occurs. 

— More effective impasse 
resolution services from 
MERC should be provided by 
increasing the level of 
staffing and funding of 
MERC. 

The last point stressed by 
the teachers was that the 
present state method of 
financing public schools 
should be changed Smith 
presented at the seminar his 
proposal to amend the State 


Constitution regarding this 
issue. 

Other issues discussed at 
the seminar were the 
Teacher Licensure Act, 
improvements in the present 
public school employees 
retirement statute and 
reclassification of reading 
specialists to learning 
disability specialists. 

W'olfe closed the session by 
challenging area legislators 
and teachers "to continue 
future meetings ."

for Detroit Diesel Allison, to Feb. 13 at St. Aloysius 
theKiwanis Club of Romulus School. 


Willis rates may be hiked 


The Michigan State Public 
Service Commission (PSC) 
last week was asked by 
Michigan Bell Telephone Co. 
to reclassify the Willis 
telephone exchange because 
of the growth of the number 
of telephones in the local 
calling area. 

Eugene L. Greek, Bell’s 
local manager, said 
reclassification would mean 
that Willis customers w ith 1- 
or 2-party flat rate service 
would pay 25 cents more 
each month and those with 


'Customers with 1-party flat rate service 
would pay $1.05 more. . . ' 


suburban service would pay 
15 ’ ‘ cents more. Rates for 
residential customers with 
measured service would not 
be affected. 

Business customers with 1- 
party flat rate service would 
pay $1.05 more a month, and 


business customers with 
suburban service, 30 cents 
more. Greek added 
Michigan Bell asked the 
PSC to reclassify the ex- 
change from rate group “B” 
to “C“ because the number 
of telephones in Willis’ local 


calling area — which in- 
cludes Willis, Belleville, New 
Boston and Ypsilanti— had 
remained about 36,000 for 
two years, Greek continued. 

Rate group “C” consists of 
exchanges with local calling 
areas of between 36,001 and 



80.000 main telephones, he 
said. 

When the number of 
telephones in an exchange’s 
local calling area moves 
above or below its rate group 
limits for a period of 24 
consecutive months, the 
exchange is reclassified and 
placed in the proper rate 
group, under PSC 
regulations. 

Rate group classifications 
are based on the number of 
main telephones in the local 
calling area, because as the 
number of telephones in- 
creases, so do the op- 
portunities for local calling, 
Greek said. 

The company has sent 
written notification to Willis 
residents affected by the 
reclassification request, he 
added. 

The PSC must verify and 
approve the company’s 
request and set the effective 
date for the rate changes. 


Illustrating his address 
with slides and a film, 
Hadley explained how 
continued expansion over the 
years at the engine maker’s 
Redford Township plant had 
filled up all available space 
on that property and forced 
the company to look to other 
locations for future ex- 
pansion. 

The 375-acre site Detroit 
Diesel owns in Romulus — 
bounded by Van Born Road 
on the north, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio rail line on the east, 
Ecorse Road on the south 
and residential and farm 
areas on the w est — could be 
an excellent ^ite for such 
expansion, Hadley said. That 
is, if the company's sales 
position continues to indicate 
new buildings are needed 
and if economic conditions 
associated with the property 
are favorable, he added. 

Hadley said plant 
engineers had made detailed 
studies of the Romulus 
property with just such 
expansion in mind. 

The land presently is the 
site of the firm’s 442,000- 
square-foot parts 
distribution center A 
740,000-square-foot diesel 
engine parts manufacturing 
complex currently is under 
construction south of the 
parts center.

Legislators criticize educators' driving habits 


The House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Higher 
Education, chaired by State 
Rep. Gary Owen (D-Van 
Buren Township), has sent a 
letter to the Michigan State 
University (MSU) -Board of 


Trustees, criticizing that 
body for using state-owned 
vehicles for transportation. 

In a letter to the board, the 
subcommittee questioned 
whether the use of the 
automobiles is in line with a 


state statute saying 
“members of the boards of 
trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but shall 
receive the actual and 
necessary expenses incurred 
by them in the performance 


of the duties of their office.” 

“At a time when the state 
must consider raising in- 
come taxes, the unnecessary 
use of automobiles 4 is an 
expense that cannot be 
condoned." the letter stated.

“If MSU wants the Higher 
Education Subcommittee to 
consider its budget needs for 
thecoming fiscal year, it will 
have to justify this use 
“We (the five sponsoring 
representatives) are serving 
notice on MSU and any other 
university that their budgets 
will be scrutinized carefully 


and considered on a zero- 
budget basis. 

“All presented programs 
will have to be justified." 

Two of the MSU trustees 
have refused to accept the 
automobiles because of a 
belief that the 10-year-old 
practice is illegal, according 
to the subcommittee. 


However, six cars are being 
used by the remaining 
trustees. 

“No other university 
assigns autos to its gover- 
ning board, although all 
universities furnish their 
presidents with autos," the 
five subcommittee mem- 
bers said. "And some 


members of other governing 
boards do not seek reim- 
bursement of their expenses. 

“Our job on the Higher 
Education Subcommittee is 
to take a close look at ex- 
penses such as these and 
reduce proportionately those 
in violation of the law. or 
which are unnecessary."

With the public’s growing 
tendency to file malpractice 
suits, hospitals are feeling 
the impact in increased 
insurance premiums. 

St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
in Ann Arbor has been 
notified of a 173 percent 
increase in this year’s 
premium for basic liability 
coverage, according to 


hospital officials. The total 
liability insurance coverage 
has been increased by more 
than $280,000 for 1975. 

This year the increased 
cost of liability insurance 
alone will mean $1.67 in 
additional costs to inpatients 
at St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
for each day of their stay. 
Since the average patient 
stay is approximately eight 


days, each patient will be 
paying almost $13.50 more 
for this item alone, officials 
said. 

In addition to increased 
insurance costs, recent in- 
creases in the social security 
tax program have increased 
hospital costs by $110,000, or 
$1.30 per patient day. 

These additional increases 


in insurance and utilities and 
the effects of inflation have 
necessitated a total increase 
of $6 per patient day, added 
Christine Taylor, hospital 
public relations officer. 

The new daily service 
charges became effective on 
Feb. l. As of that date, room 
rates are as follows: ward, 
$88, semi-private, $90; and 
private room, $92 to 95.

Smith backs legislation to allow new census 


Wayne County Com- 
missioner Royce E. Smith 
(D-27th District) this week is 
urging public support of 
proposed state legislation to 
enable local communities to 
request a 1975 census to gain 
a larger share of state 
revenue. 

"Enactment of this 
legislation would pave the 
way for significant increases 
in those state funds which 
cities and townships in 
Western Wayne County 
receive oh a per capita 
(population) basis,” Smith 

said. _ 

The commissioner, the 
former mayor of Belleville, 
is author of a resolution 
which would put the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners on record in 


support of the legislation. 

His resolution, co- 
sponsored by Com- 
missioners Edgar L. Hams 
of Taylor and Tom F. Taylor 
of Westland, was introduced 
at the Feb. 20 board meeting. 

Smith expressed con- 
fidence that the board would 
adopt the resolution. 

"Nobody would lose 
anything, and many com- 
munities would gain badly- 
needed revenues, ” he added. 

The resolution urges 
enactment of identical bills 
introduced as House Bill 4172 
by State Rep. Thomas H. 
Brown of Westland and as 
Senate Bill 126 by five 
senators. 

The five Senate sponsors 
include William Faust of 


Westland, David A. 
Plawecki of Inkster. 

The legislation would 
enable cities and townships 
to request the Secretary of 
State to conduct a special 
mid-decade census of the 
population of the locality 
requesting it. Counties, 
villages and other political 


subdivisions which receive 
state funds on a per capita 
basis also could request a 
1975 population count. 

"Upward adjustment of 
their official population 
figures would result in in- 
creased revenues for 
political subdivisions which 


receive or share in any state 
sales, intangibles or income 
taxes on a per capita basis,” 
the resolution reads. 

"This probably is the most 
important piece of 

legislation, in terms of 
Western Wayne County, in 
this session of the 
Legislature,” Smith said. 


"All of Western Wayne 
County has gained sub- 
stantially in population. 

"Canton Township, for 
example, probably has 2 l * 
times the population it had in 
the 1970 U.S. Census. The 
rest of the communities 
probably have doubled their 


populations since then. 

"Those communities are 
being penalized because 
their share of quite a few 
state taxes still are based on 
the 1970 census.” 

Smith urged taxpayers to 
write their state legislators 
to seek their support of the 
legislation 


Under provisions of a 1974 
state law, local governments 
are permitted to conduct 
special census midway be- 
tween regular 10-year 
population count. The census 
will allow local governments 
to issue additional liquor 
licenses pridr to the 1980 
population tally.
